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Winter Crisis Worsens

Ohio, New York and New Jersey 
were untier energy emergencies today 
as officials sought to conserve 
dwindling natural gas supplies. The 
fuel crisis in the Northeast threatened 
to add more than 250,000 new layoffs to 
the ranks of the estimated 400,000 
already “energy unemployed.” 
M eanw hile, 
the 
governors 
of 
H onda, Pennsylvania and Tennessee 
asked President Carter to declare 
their states disaster areas. 
And an Arctic cold front settling over 
the Midwest and East was expected to 
drop tem peratures to below zero and 
possibly cause some cuts in natural 
gas supplies for residential users. 
In 
W ashington, 
Congress was 
scheduled today to take up lYesident 
Carter’s emergency energy proposal 
that would give him power to redirect 
natural gas supplies to energy starved 
areas. 
The unusually cold weather east of 
the Rocky Mountains has already 
closed some 4,000 plants and caused 
the 400,000 layoffs, according to 


federal energy officials. Officials in 
sev eral sta te s said they expect 
applications 
for 
unem ploym ent 
benefits and food stamps to soar 
because of layoffs caused by the 
natural gas shortages. 
E lsew here in 
the 
freeze 
belt 
Thursday, officials in Philadelphia 
declared a state of emergency because 
of natural gas shortages; blizzard 
conditions swept northern Illinois and 
parts of Michigan; the Mississippi, 
Ohio and Illinois Rivers were frozen 
and barges carrying oil ami other 
supplies remained 
locked 
in ice; 
tem peratures hit minus 30 in North 
Dakota and Minnesota and minus 4 in 
Chicago, and Kentucky agriculture 
officials estimated animal deaths, 
production losses and high feed bills 
were costing the state’s farm ers an 
estim ated $2 million daily. 
Ohio Gov. Jam es Rhodes declared 
an energy emergency Thursday but 
withheld, at least for now, sweeping 
powers the declaration gives him to 
close schools and 
businesses and 
reallocate fuel supplies. 


Gas Customers 
Urged To Turnback 
Thermostats

Colum bia Gas of Ohio 
appealed to its Circleville and 
Pickaway County residential 
and com mercial customers to 
turn back therm ostats and 
reduce n atu ra l gas con­ 
sumption to a minimum. This 
is to help offset the heavy 
drain sub-zero tem peratures 
are expected to make on 
available gas supplies during 
the next few days. 
The Gas Co. already has 
contacted all industries and 
asked them to reduce gas 
usage to only those volumes 
needed to keep facilities from 
freezing. 
The Company is urging 
residential users to reduce 
their therm ostats as low as 
possible below 65 degrees; to 
turn back therm ostats even 
further at nite; to shut off 
heat to all unused rooms; to 
pull 
shades 
and 
close 
draperies; to use wood and 
coal fireplaces w henever 
possible, but to keep fireplace 
dampers closed when not in 
use; and to reduce hot water 
usage. 
Commercial customers are 
urged to lim it hours of 
operation, turn back ther­ 
mostats and take whatever 
other steps are necessary to 
cut back on gas usage. 
The company is requesting 
customers to begin cutting 


back on consumption 
im­ 
mediately and to keep the cut 
backs in effect until further 
notice. 
A company spokesman said 
if everyone cooperates the 
company feels it will be able 
to maintain service thruout 
the state. However, he of­ 
fered some tips on 
what 
should be done to protect 
hom es or other facilities 
should 
gas 
service 
be 
discontinued for an extended 
period of time with tem ­ 
peratures below freezing. 
They include turning off the 
main water valve, opening all 
water faucets and draining 
the hot waterheater so that 
pipes will not freeze and 
burst; drain or sponge water 
from commode water closets 
and traps; draining water 
from all sink traps or fill with 
anti-freeze solution diluted 
approximately 50 per cent; 
draining all hot water heating 
systems and store any canned 
foods or jars that could freeze 
near a drain in the basement. 
If gas service is lost and if a 
custom er 
leaves 
his 
residence, 
the 
Company 
requests that a tag or note be 
attached to the front door 
stating where the customer 
can be contacted when gas 
service 
is 
ready 
to 
be 
restored.

Closing Down Locally 


Virtually all central Ohio Schools 
were closed today, including Cir- 
celville and the three county schools. 
F ritz Jacobs, superintendent of

The Senior Citizen Band has can­ 
celed all rehearsals and activities until 
the weather improves. 
The Senior Center will be closed 
today, but if weather permits the staff 
will be at the center next week as 
usual. “While we are not canceling our 
activities we do not encourage senior 
citizens to leave their homes and come 
out in this type of weather,” Wanda 
Hamilton, director, reported.

Rhodes said his action was prompted 
by subzero tem peratures due in the 
state this weekend, along with virtual 
cutoffs Thursday of some school and 
all industrial natural gas supplies. 
Earlier Thursday, all major gas 
utilities in the state limited most large 
industrial users to maintenance levels. 
The shutdowns, designed to protect 
gas supplies for residential users, were 
expected to cause 250,000 layoffs. 
Ohio school Supt. Martin Essex said 
that more than 400 of the state’s 617 
school districts will close today until 
further notice. 
New York Gov. Hugh Carey’s state 
of emergency empowered the state 
Energy Office and the Public Service 
Commission to take whatever steps 
necessary to cut down natural gas con­ 
sumption. 
Officials said there was no chance of 
cutoffs for residences, but they urged 
homeowners to turn down their ther­ 
mostats and do everything possible to 
conserve fuel. 


The Historical Society Museum at 
the Clarke-May House will be closed 
effective Jan. 30 and will remain 
closed through the month of February. 


Judge Charles Hosterman of Cir­ 
cleville Municipal Court announced 
that the court will be closed today and 
for the rem ainder of the weekend. 
During the energy crisis, the court 
will continue to open at 8:30 a m. 
Monday through F riday to hear 
regularly scheduled cases. However, 
Judge Hosterman said it would be wise 
to telephone the court before making 
an unnecessary trip.

Shapp made his plea for the mass 
closings in a statewide television 
address Thursday night as the latest 
cold wave approached the state. 
On Wednesday Shapp ordered all 
public and private schools in the state 
closed for three days to conserve 
natural gas supplies. 
Some 50,not) workers already have 
been laid off in Pennsylvania and tin’

weeks, Paul Smith, state secretary of 
labor and Industry, said Thursday, 
In Philadelphia, Mayor Frank Rizzo 
declared a gas emergency. He told the 
city-owned gas works to notify all 2,400 
commercial and industrial customers 
to turn thermostats to 55 degrees and 
halt nonessential uses. Rizzo said he 
wanted to protect supplies to some 
540,000 homes. 


Florida’s Gov. Reubin Askew asked 
President Carter Thursday 
for a 
d isaster declaration to ease the 
economic losses suffered in last week's 
killer freeze. Askew asked Carter to 
include 35 counties on the Florida 
peninsula in the disaster declaration. 
It covers the peninsula south from St. 
Augustine on tile Atlantic Coast to 
Yankeetown on the Gulf. 


Askew estimated agricultural losses 
in the area at $358 million arni said that 
all available state funds had been 
exhausted. 


He estimated that 50,000 workers are 
without jobs now. He said the eventual 
figure could go as high as 100,000 


Gov, Ray Rlanmon asked Thursday 
for federal disaster funds for natural 
gas-starved Tennessee, while East 
Tennessee Natural Gas Co. signed a 
contract with three Texas wells to 
purchase additional .supplies of the 
increasingly scarce fuel. 
More Ohio Plants Close

The count of Ohioans jobless because 
of gas cutbacks to industry was to 
continue today as state officials 
operating under energy crisis con­ 
ditions try to discover the full unem­ 
ployment impact. 


The s ta te 's Energy Em ergency 
Management Committee in Columbus 
said it will complete a survey of layoffs 
and report to Gov. John A. Rhodes, 
who declared the statewide energy 
crisis Thursday. 


Four Ohio gas utilities, responding to 
short supplies and a forecast of sub­ 
zero weather for this weekend, limited 
the s ta te ’s larg est industries to 
maintenance 
level 
gas 
allotments 
Thursday before the governor’s crisis 
declaration. 


“ We think it is a crisis,” said 
William Chaddock, spokesman for 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, the state’s 
largest gas supplier and one of the 
four. “ We have been doing all of the 
things the governor has urged utilities 
to do and will continue to do so in the

Circleville Schools, said today the 
closings were requested by Columbia 
Gas because of the extremely cold 
weather predicted for the weekend and 
the short supply of fuel. 
“The city schools have not used their 
allocation of natural gas,” Jacobs 
em phasized. “ We are closing to 
cooperate with the gas company in 
assuring gas service will be continued 
to the homes.” 
How long the schools will remain 
closed depends on the weather. Jacobs 
said that while present plans are to 
reopen Monday, this situation could 
change. He asked all parents of 
students of the school districts to listen 
to their radios during the weekend to 
keep up to date on school closings. 
At 
an emergency school board 
meeting held for Amanda-Clearcreek 
Schools Thursday night it was decided 
to close district schools for an in­ 
definite period of time because of a 
shortage of gas. The Amanda Clear- 
creek Schools have only enough of the 
allocation remaining to keep buildings 
heated at maintenance levels only. 
All athletic contests for tonight have 
been canceled. 
RCA and Reynolds Aluminum, the 
large industrial gas users in the 
county, have shut down operations for 
an indefinite period of time. Most of 
the other local industries have 
alternate fuel supplies and planned to 
remain in production, but blizzard like 
conditions make it increasingly dif­ 
ficult for workers to get to their jobs. 
Governor Jam es Rhodes issued a 
state-wide message for all businesses 
rn the state to close by noon today. 
Pickaway County Sheriff Dwight 
Radcliff arid the Ohio State Highway 
Patrol warned all motorists to stay off 
the roads today except in extreme 
emergencies. 


days and weeks ahead.” 
In Dayton, a spokesman for Dayton 
Power & light Co. said his company 
“ agrees with the governor that 
everything possible should bt' done to 
keep energy flowing for the welfare of 
the 1.3 million people in our service 
territory.” 
As many as a quarter of a million 
persons may be out of work due to 
plant .shutdowns, a spokesman for the 
energy committee said. 
P lants throughout Ohio started 
grinding to a halt after virtually all 
large gas-burning industries 
were 
ordered to burn only enough gas to 
keep facilities and equipment from 
freezing until further notice. 
Other major gas consumers, in­ 
cluding many businesses and schools 
in the Columbus, Dayton and Cin­ 


cinnati areas, were asked to volun­ 
tarily maintain maintenance levels. 
“ At this time, we feel that if 
everyone will cooperate, we will be 
able to maintain service throughout 
the state," said Chaddock, of Columbia 
Gas. 
The uhs utilities expect residential 
users to make near peak demands 
from gas supplies already at levels 
normally seen in late February. 
Here is a rundown of the major gas

COLUMBIA GAS: Ordered about 
570 large, .special contract industrial 
and commercial users to bum gas at 
maintenance levels, and requested an 
additional 1,500 large industrial and 
commercial users to do the same.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
('arter is getting fast congressional 
action on his em ergency energy 
proposals, but some lawmakers want 
assurances that the legislation won’t 
delay action on long-range plans to end 
price controls on natural gas. 


The House Commerce Committee 
scheduled a hearing today on Carter’s 
emergency energy proposal and the 
Senate, which waived com m ittee 
hearings, slating floor debate on the 
plan. 


White House energy adviser Jam es 
Schlesmger is the leadoff witness 
before the House panel, which also was 
to hear from members of the Federal 
Power 
Com mission 
and 
rep re­ 
sentatives of gas pipeline companies, 
natural gas producers and consumer 
groups. 
Carter is seeking fast congressional 
action on his request for authority to 
deal with the cold-spawned natural gas 
crisis that has closed schools and 
businesses in a number of states. His 


plan would allow allocation of natural 
gas am ong in terstate pipelines, 
temporarily remove price controls 
from some gas and give the President 
the power to send gas to the areas that 
most need it. 
Currently, the areas hit hardest are 
the Southeast, the Northeast and parts 
of the Midwest where unusually cold 
weather has made shortages worse. 
In some areas of the country where 
tem peratures have not l>een as cold, 
such as the Pacific Northwest, small 
em ergency supplies of gas are 
available for transfer. But there is no 
guarantee that there is enough of a 
reserve to spread around to all critical 
areas. 
Law m akers from gas-producing 
states, who want assurances that the 
emergency legislation won’t foreclose 
later action on a long-range bill to re­ 
move price controls from natural gas, 
held a strategy session Thursday. 
They reportedly agreed to try to hold 
Carter to his campaign promise to sup­ 
port 
decontrol 
and 
have 
already 


submitted numerous amendments to 
the administration plan. 
They include one that would require 
(’arter to submit a decontrol plan to 
Congress within 90 days. 


There is also some sentiment for 
amendments to guarantee against 
shortages developing in .states which 
now have adequate supplies. 


But Carter’s proposal still has broad 
support in Congress and passage early 
next week is possible. 
Those who want federal price con­ 
trols lifted 
permanently from in­ 
terstate gas pipelines say this is the 
only way to encourage the gas industry 
to invest in seeking significant new 
supplies. 
Some Gulf Coast lawmakers are 
proposing amendments to protect gas 
supplies in their home regions. Sen. 
Bennett Johnston, D-Ij i., wants the 
legislation to specify that gas cannot 
tie diverted from producing states 
except for dire emergencies where 
home-heating is threatened.

Silent Tragedy 
For Fish 
In M idw est

A silent tragedy is under way in the 
Upper Midwest as millions of fish 
smother, victims of one of the driest 
.summers in decades and a viciously 
cold winter. 
In Iowa, Minnesota and Michigan, 
dozens of shallow natural lakes have 
been opened to “promiscuous fishing,” 
allowing anglers to take unlimited 
quantities of all fish by any means 
short of poison or dynamite. 


The fish are dying of oxygen star­ 
vation. Conservation officials say the 
first to go are the gamefish; the sur­ 
vivors if any, will be carp and other 
rough fish. 
The officials believe it is better that 
the fish be harvested now rather than 
simply rot. 


“ It’s a combination of low water, 
thick ice, a heavy snow cover and 
excessive decaying vegetation,” said 
Je rry Conley, superintendent of 
fisheries for the Iowa Conservation 
(Commission. 
Hie oxygen supply in the water is 
decreasing because sunlight cannot 
get through the thick ice and heavy 
snow to the live plants that produce 
oxygen through photosynthesis, he ex­ 
plained. 
The problem is compounded by the 
drought-induced low water levels that 
force the fish to compete in a sm aller 
universe, and by abnormally heavy 
concentrations of decaying plant 
m atter which consume the oxygen. 
The high levels of nutrients in the 
water are to blame for excessive plant 
life.

W isconsin, 
a 
com m ercial 
fisherman working out of Perryville 
says the Upper Wisconsin River “ is 
dead" because of the severe con­ 
ditions.

Violations of Ohio’s liquor laws were 
cited by enforcement officers in record 
numbers last year, the Ohio D epart­ 
ment of Liquor Control said Thursday. 
A total of 2,713 liquor permit holders 
were issued citations for various 
violations in 1976, up from the 2,259 
citations issued the year previous. 
Gambling charges were issued in 502 
cases, up from the 381 
in 1975; 
violations involving persons under the 
age of 21 resulted in 1,470 charges, up 
from 1,194; after hours sales and 
consumption charges rose to 310, up 
from 
242; 
and 
improper 
conduct 
citations reached 332, up from 253. 
Liquor control departm ent director 
Clifford E. Reich said the department 
has 
been concentrating 
its 
en­ 
forcement push on bars where serious 
crim es have been committed. 
Once citations are issued, permit 
holders are required to appear before 
the Ohio Liquor Control Commission, 
which is authorized to suspend or 
revoke licenses.

NEW YORK (AP) - When Inter­ 
national Business Machines failed to 
split its stock this week as some 
speculators had anticipated, there was 
no mad dash to dump shares. Instead, 
the price held fairly steady. 


The increase of the IBM quarterly 
dividend to $2.50 a share from $2.25 
was in part the reason why relatively 
few shareholders abandoned the stock. 
But there was another reason: the 
anticipation remained. 
A good many of that ubiquitous 
breed called Wall Street observers 
remain convinced that the big elec­ 
tronic products company will after all 
split its stock, perhaps in April, in time 
for the annual meeting. 
Sound like old times? A bit. There 
seems to be some slight evidence 
developing that investors once again 
are looking upon the m arket as a place 
of action, if not a place where fortunes 
are made overnight.

Ran Slow 


OMAHA, Neb. (A P) - Every 
electric clock in the Eastern United 
States ran 28 seconds slow during last 
week’s cold 
spell because of an 
overload on 
electric generating 
capacity, a utility official says. 
Few people apparently noticed the 
slight discrepancy between their 
electric clocks and windup clocks or 
watches, or the difference in time 
between East and West Coast points. 
The latter use a separate generating 
system and were not affected, said 
Ron Morten, project supervisor for the 
Omaha Public Power District. 
M ortensen 
said 
the 
unusual 
slowdown began at about 6 a.m. EST 
on Monday, Jan. 17, when subzero 
tem peratures caused the electrical 
load to exceed generating capability 
for the system that serves the entire 
Eastern United States. 
“The coal piles were frozen up and 
they couldn’t get enough fuel. Coal 
barges were freezing in the rivers and 
couldn’t get the coal to the plants,” 
Mortensen said. 
He said electrical output slipped 
from the usual 60 cycles to 59.83 cycles, 
causing clocks to slow over the next 
day and a half, until they were behind 
28 seconds for an estimated six hours. 
To correct the time lapse, “ what we 
had to do is overspeed our generators, 
running fast for an equal amount of 
time to get the thing back up to zero 
time error,” Mortensen said.

In ju ries, infections and 
ulcers are certainly less common 
Vatican 
Nixes W om en 
As Priests 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — The Roman 
Catholic Church will not ordain women 
as priests no m atter what other 
churches do, the Vatican said today, 
because Jesus Christ was a man and 
his representatives on earth must bear 
a “natural resem blance.” 
A 6,000-word declaration issued by 
the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith on the orders of 
Pope Paul VI said the church based its 
decision on the attitude of Christ, who 
chose only males for his apostles, and 
that of the disciples, who chose only 
men as priests. 
Informed sources said earlier this 
week that the document could open the 
way for women to become deacons as 
they were in the early days of Chris­ 
tianity. But an official commentary 
released with the declaration said the 
Congregation had postponed a decision 
on women deacons. 
It is “ a question that must be ap­ 
proached in a thorough way without 
preconceived ideas but with direct 
study of texts,” the commentary said. 
Deacons can preach, give com­ 
munion and assist a priest in saying 
Mass but are barred from saying Mass 
and hearing confession, the two main 
rites in a Roman Catholic’s religious 
life. 
The declaration said priests and 
bishops 
rep resen t 
C hrist 
in 
a 
sacram ental sense that goes beyond 
symbolism. A “natural resemblance” 
is thus required, it said quoting St. 
Thomas Aquinas. 
Priesthood should not be discussed 
as a m atter of social advancement or 
equality between sexes, the document 
said, adding: 
“ It 
should not 
be 
forgotten that priesthood is not part of 
the rights of a person but depends on 
the ... mystery of Christ and the 
Church.” 
The Vatican said the declaration was 
issued to dispel doubts at a time when 
other Christian churches, including the 
Episcopal Church in the United States, 
were opening the door for women to 
become m inisters, pastors and priests.

When the opening 
to one of these glands gets blocked, a 
small cyst may form. Sometimes they 
become infected, painful and tender. A 
simple operation such as the one you 
had is no more significant than if a cyst 
were opened on the face, scalp or back. 
Only rarely can a Bartholin cyst be 
infected by the germ that causes 
gonorrhea.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P ) - Officials 
of the Ohio AFL-CIO are giving serious 
consideration to a legislative measure 
that would permit cities to levy a 
graduated income tax, based on ability 
to pay. 
The giant union, in an official 
publication, 
called 
the 
present 
municipal tax structure unfair and 
regressive because “ everyone pays 
the same flat rate whether that per­ 
sons earns $200 a week or $10,000 
weekly.” 
Union spokesman Chuck Borsori 
noted that the state income tax, which 
is progressive, ranges from ^ per cent 
on low earnings to 3Mi per cent on 
higher incomes. 
“ As a result the effective state tax 
rate on an $11,600 income, after 
deductions, is only .6 of I per cent,” 
Borsari said. ’’The municipal tax rate 
is another story. The effective rate of 
the Cincinnati income tax on the 
$11,600 is 2 per cent “ three and one- 
thirdtimes greater than the state tax.” 
Since Toledo 
levied the 
first 
municipal tax in 1946, 215 of the state 
232 cities and 
174 
villages have 
followed suit. The tax is now “ the 
financial mainstay of many Ohio cities 
and villages,” according to the in­ 
dependent Ohio Public Expenditures 
Council. 
In 
1957, the 
General 
Assembly 
enacted the 
Uniform 
M unicipal 
Income Tax I^aw which mandates a 
flat rate for city income taxes of not 
more than I per cent, unless a higher 
amount was approved by a vote of 
residents. 
A number of cities are still at the I 
per cent rate, but others like Cin­ 
cinnati, Oakwood, and Springfield 
have won voter backing for a flat 2 per 
cent tax. 
Rep. Jam es W. Rankin, D-25 Cin­ 
cinnati, has introduced legislation that 
would permit chartered municipal 
corporations to call for a vote on a 
changeover from a flat rate tax to a 
graduated levy. 
Union officials plan to meet with 
Rankin to discuss his bill, but they also 
want 
to 
see 
another 
feature- 
broadening of the local tax base to 
include 
income 
from 
interest 
dividends and capital gains, all of 
which are subject to the state tax. 
“ The latter are sources of income 
generally limited to upper income 
individuals,” the union claimed. 
The city income tax is a payroll levy 
that “ derives most of its revenue from

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — South Africa’s top Roman 
Catholic says his church is integrating 
its schools because “ we could no 
longer live with our conscience.” 
Archbishop Joseph Fitzgerald, a 63- 
year-old Irishman who came to South 
Africa as a missionary in 1948, said in 
an interview with The Associated 
Press that the church hierarchy had 
been discussing integration for a long 
time.

From 
there, she oversees the operation of the 
Committee to Combat Huntington’s 
D isease, the ailm ent that killed 
Guthrie in 1967 at the age of 55.
